SIX GET ‘LEFT’ 


Food in the Oak Park 
Hospital Cause; 
18 Return. 


A four hour strike of the twenty-four 
nurses of the Oak Park hospital, con- 
ducted by the Sisters of Misericordi, 
led to the expulsion of six of the strik- 
ers, it became known last night.

The hostages were taken in motor 
trucks to Piatigorsk, southwest of 
Georgievsk, and placed against a cliff. | 
They were shot down with machine 
guns by bolshevik sailors. Those who 
showed signs of life when the machine 
guns ceased firing were hacked to 
death with cutlasses. 


Lithuanians Pursue Reds. 


STOCKHOLM, March 1.—Lithuanian 
troops, closely pursuing bolshevik 
forces, have passed the line of Schau- 
len, Sjeduva, Vieves, and Varena, 
which towns are in Lithuanian hands, 
according to dispatches received here 
from Kovno. Lithuanian advance 
forces have reached Toakti, about thir 
teen miles east of Vilna. Owing to 
their defeat, the bolsheviki have re- 
quested a suspension of hostilities, but 
the Lithuanians have refused, it is re- 
ported. 

Gen. Krasnoff, the Cossack leader, 
has occupied Saratov, on the Volga 
river, and Volsk, seventy miles north- 
east, according to reliable reports 
reaching here. 


Run Short of Locomotives. 


The railway situation in Russia is 
most alarming, the soviet economic 
council in Petrograd has been _in- 
formed by the bolshevik commissary 
of ways and communications, says a 
Petrograd dispatch. Only 4,500 loco- 
motives are fit for service, the commis- 
sary declared, Whereas two months ago 
the government had 20,000 locomoti ys 
available, half of which were in good 
condition. |

interior would then be completely de- 
prived of means of communication.

ASHINGTON, D. C., March 1. 
—[Special.]—An alarming per- 
centage of illiteragy among 
certain groups of working chil- 
dren is disclosed in figures made pub- 
lic today by the children’s bureau, 
United States department of _ labor. 


ence of the bureau in issuing federal 


certificates of age to children going to 


work in five states where state certifi- 


cates were not acceptable for the pur-j- 


poses of the former federal child labor 
law. 

More than one-fourth, or 5,294, of the 
19,546 children between 14 and 16 years 
of age to whom certificates were issued 
by the children’s bureau could not sign 
their names legibly. 

In the five states where federal cer- 
tificates were issued by the children’s 
bureau 18,379 white children. between 
(14 and 16 years old were certificated. 
Only 742 of them had reached the 
eighth grade in school. Of 1,166 col- 
ored children to whom certificates were 
issued, only forty reached the eighth 
grade. In other words, 95 per cent 
of the white children and 97 per cent 
of the colored children had not reached 
the eighth grade in school.

PARIS, Feb. 28.—The successful 
prosecutién of the allies’ 1918 campaign 
to victory on Nov. 11 was largely due 
to American insistence that pressure 
against the enemy be kept up inces- 
santly, despite inclement weather and 
heavy losses. 

By an investigation through military 
channels I learn it was only a few 
weeks before Ludendorff demanded an 
armistice that the allied high command 
realized the German army was 
smashed. As late as Oct. 10 Marshal 
Foch was demanding that the Amer- 
ican expeditionary force should num- 
ber 100 divisions (nearly 4,000,000 men) 
in France by April 1, 1919, for an 
“ American offensive’’ which was ex- 
pected to administer a body blow to the 
| enemy army. 

Insistedl on Hammering. 

From July 18, when Gen. Mangin 
jbassed ta the attack between the Marne 
and the Aisne rivers, eliminating the 
Chateau Thierry salient, until the 
armistice, the American general staff 
stood solidly and insistently for sus- 
tained hammering tactics against Hin- 
denburg’s hosts. Following the freeing 
of Paris from the German menace from 
the east by throwing back the enemy 
along the Aisne and the Vesle, Gen. 
Pershing presented to Marshal Foch 
plans for reducing the St. Mihiel sa- 
lient, which had been worked out in 
the autumn of 1917,for during the early 
part of 1918 American engineers were 
building American strategic railways 
along both faces of the salient, toward 
Verdun and Pont-A-Moussor, for pos- 
sible future operations. 


“f Learn Weakness of Foe. 


It was July 5 last, just after the 
Thirty-third American division—Prai- 
rie or Illinois—participated with the 
Australians in retaking Villers-Breton- 
neaux, east of Amiens, that the allies’ 
intelligence service learned that the 
number of both belligerents’ effectives 
was practically equal—about 180 di- 
visions each—due to the German losses 
during the three initial offensives—on 
the Somme, the Lys, and the Marne— 
and to the arrival of American re- 
inforcements. 

This factor contributed largely ‘to 
the allies’ confidence while waiting 
Ludendorff's fourth and final thrust 
between Chateau Thierry and Reims 
and from east of Reims to the Ar- 
—— which was delivered July 15 

nd was immediately shattered. 

Even before this last digastrous 
phase of the “ kaiserschlacht,” which 
ended so miserably, Marsha! Foch had 
perfected plans for reducing the Cha- 
teau Thierry salient July 18, using 


the newly formed Tenth French army 
under Gen. Mangin’s command, and 
infuding two veteran American divi- 


| tal 


sions—the First 
French colonials. 

Three weeks later, Aug. 8, 
French and British reattacked, reduc- 
ing the Montdidier salient, and freeing | 
Paris from the German menace on the 
north, and from then on the French 
merely wished to throw the enemy 
back so the long range Berthas could 
not shell the capital during the win- 
ter. For that reason Mangin’s army 
moved north of the Aisne late in Au- 
gust, using the Thirty-second Ameri- 
can division for attacking the Juvigny 
plateau, flanking the Chemin ces 
Dames and Laon, in the region of 
which the original long range guns 
were emplaced. 

Then Foch indorsed Pershing’s plan 


September, after which the American 
high command showed how, with this 
salient reduced and the menace from 
the rear removed, the way was open 
for a thrust into the enemy’s most vi- 
position—up the Meuse and 
thyecugh the Argonne, toward the Mont- 
medy-Sedan railway, which alone 
linked up the German army communi- 
cations. This operation was begun 
merely for the purpose of advancing 
within range of this trunk line railway 
so heavy artillery could harass the en- 
emy transport throughout the winter 
and perhaps leap forward and cut the 
line in the first offensive of the spring 
of 1919. 
Hardly Believed It. 


The German crash, which first be- 
came apparent toward the middle of 
October, could scarcely be credited, I 
am told by staff officers who are in 
a position te know. But it was not 
realized even then how far gone the 
German army was, as plans immediate- 
ly were laid and operations figured out 
for Mangin’s Tenth army, which it had 
been intended to rest' during the win- 
ter, to be rushed to the Luneville 
sector for another offensive, scheduled 
to begin at 7 o'clock the morning of 
Nov. 14. 

Twenty French divisions and six 
American divisions were to have taken 
part, and the plan was to drive north- 
ward through Chateau Salins, outflank- 
ing Metz from the east, while the 
First American army on the Meuse 
front wheeled on an axis, fighting its 
way northeasterly. 

| Planned Great Capture. 

‘It was this operation by which it was 
eXpected to capture two entire Ger- 
nmian armies and leave an enormous 

wide open gap of front, through which 
cavalry could be poured, rolling up 
the German line toward the northwest. 

“I learn one of the principal reasons 
tile Americans insisted on pushing the 
campaign through to victory in 1918 
was the belief that the value of tanks 
would be largely discounted by the 
spring of 1919, as through the winter 
the Germans would have had time to 
construct wide trenches and tank traps, 
flood large areas, and also train tank 
snipers with the new anti-tank rifles. 
Certain French experts are said to have 
declared the lightly armored tanks 
would practically be obsolete for opera- 
tions by the spring of 1919. 

All allied staffs agree that the Amer- 
ican high command’s relentless method 
of continual attacks proved the only 
feasible operation for combating the 
Germans’ defensive scheme of echelon- 
ing machine guns in depth, as eventual- 
ly all the German machine gunners, 
who were the flower of Hindenburg’s 
army, would be killed or captured.

MAY CUT BUDGET 
TO $23,000,000 
FOR “STOP GAP” 


Aldermen Agree Upon 


Temporary relief for the city’s cor- 
porate fund may be provided in a 
plan recommended yesterday by the 


city council committee on finance, 
which is struggling with the city’s 
annual appropriation bill. 

The appropriatioin bill, as it now 
Stands, provides for exvenditures this. 
year of upward of $32,000,000. To 
finance this the legislature must grant 


the city the authority to increase the 
corporate fund's shares of the taxes! 
from $1.10 per $100 of assessed valu- 
ation to $2.35 per $100. 

Until this is done the city council 
cannot pass the annual tax levy ordl- 
nance, as it does not know what tax 
rate the legislature will allow. The 
city can't get sufficient money for cur- 
rent expenses without the issuance 
of tax anticipation warrants, and these 
‘cannot be issued until the tax rate fs 
known. 


The committee yesterday agreed on 
this program: 

The $32,000,000 budget will be cut 
to $23,000,000, it being likely that the 
city can finance the latter on the esti- 
mated revenue of $19,000,000 and some 
unexpected revenue. 

Ask the legislature to act immedi- 
ately on taking off the March 31 limi- 
tation for the passage of the budget. 
If givén theree months’ leeway on this, 
the budget can be increased to take in 
whatever added revenue is. given by 
the legislature through an 
tax rate.

Washington, D. C., March 1.—Latest 


treasury estimates place at $1,000,000,- 
000 the maximum of tax payments to 
be made March 15 as the first install- 
ment of taxes due this year, and offi- 
fcials believe the amount may be 
smaller. 

Since about $800,000,000 of tax. certifi- 
cates are to be redeemed on that date 
the treasury believes the deposit con- 
ditions among banks will not be dis- 
turbed greatly. 

This explanation was made today in 
response to inquiries reflecting anxiety 
among bankers over what was feared 
might be a condition of heavy with- 
drawais from banks and accumulation 
in federal reserve banks.

HE “incomparable Siddons” was the title given this famous Engitly actress 
throughout the world of drama at. the time of her remarkable stage successes 
at the Drury Lane theater in London. Nor has that world seen fit to change 

the title since As 
Mrs. Siddons was the eldest of the twelve children of Roger Kemble. She was 
born in the “ Shoulder of Mutton” public house at Brecon, Wales, in 1755. Although 
she began her stage caPeer at an extremely early age, yet, due to the care of her 
mother in sending her to the best schools in the towns which the company- toured, 

she received an excellent education. 


She fll in love with William Siddons, a fellow-actor, but for some time her 
parents would not consent to the match. She-.was dismissed from the company and 
sent to a situation as lady’s maid to Mrs. Greathead at Guy’s Cliff, Warwickshire, 
where her talent for sculpture first manifested itself. . 

On November 26, 1773, she married Mr. Siddons and began her stage career 
again. She played at Cheltenham the following year and was so remarkable that

From Bath Mrs. Siddons was recalled to London and she went on again at the 
Drury Lane, where her appearance as Isahella in Garrick’s version of Southerne’s 
“Fatal Marriage ”-was a triumph only equalled in thegpistory of the English stage 
by that of Garrick’s first west Drury Lane in 1741 and that of Edmund Keaun’s 
in 1814. From then on Mrs. Siddons’ genius as an actress was acknowledged by all. 
Her majestic and dignified carriage lent itself ‘well to the ongeenee of tragic char- 
acters. Probably her most famous role was that of Lady Macbeth. | 
; Sir Thomas Lawrence was one of England’s most famous portrait painters. 
He studied at Oxford, and painted later at Bath, and still later went to the Royal 
academy at London, where in a short time his genius was recognized. At the age of 
25, at the death of Joshua Reynolds, Lawrence was appointed as “painter to the 
king.” His honors were many and his career extremely brilliant and successful

That at least gives the impres 
sion of completeness of design. Also 
it gives height, and forms a much bet- 
ter background than the strip of paper 
or burlap. 

There is no reason why the furniture 
should not be composed of individual 
pieces instead of a “set.” Bven the 
chairs need not be all alike. If the 
room is large enough, every one who 
sits at the table should have an arm- 
chair. What a piggy notion it was 
that only host and hostess should be 
provided with comfortable chairs, while 
guests should sit in those that are 
armless. This armchair plot came to 
us from the days of old, when the lord 
of the manor graced the head of the 
board and his retainers lined up on 
either side of him.

But no- 
where do I find observations or opinions 
on the prevention of insanity. Likewise 
in the work of the society there is but 
little having te de with the prevention 
of insanity. They have widely circulat- 
ed one pamphiet dealing with the care 
of nervous children, but not even that 
is exactly suited to mothers’ use. I find 
no pamphlets or primers on the training 
of nervous adults, the home care, and 
especially the mental care of epileptics, 
the care of the violent tempered, or the 
pessimistic, the care of those tending te- 
ward insanity, on worry or insomnia. 


F would not be understood as thinking 
otherwise. It is exceedingly active and 
capable in caring for insane and mental- 
ly disturbed soldiers and sailors both 
abroad and in this country, and this 
work is keeping the organization's hands 
full just now, It has surveyors in the 
field discovering conditions that affect 
the insane in the different states. Three 
field corps are now engaged in surveying 
three states. It is very active in 

ing better care for the insane in all 

ef the country. It is working to secure 
better trained medical and nonmedical 
attendants in asylums It is especially 
active in persuading the authorities te 
lessen restraint and punishments of the 
insane. It gathers together all the lit- 
erature and all the information about 
the insane available any and every- 


where in the civilized world. 


And this is a great, a needed, and a 
commendable work. It is natural that 
mental hygiene should start that way. 
In doing so it is following in the foot- 
steps of other hygiene. The natural 
first step is custodial care. The next, 
making custodial care as good as pos- 
sible, freeing it of abuses The third, 
curative care. The fourth, prevention, 
but prevention written and spoken in 
technical terms for the technically 
trained. The fifth and last is prevention 
written in terms of the man en the 
street. This society is doing great work 
in fields one, two, and three. It is just 
beginning te enter field foyr, while Held 
five will be a later development. 

These things having been said, we are 
reaty te quote from “The Mind That 
Found Iteelf.” Had we done se before 
htey were said, there might have been 
disappointment over not finding in the 
book some things expected. “ This story 
is derived from as human a document as 
ever existed, and, because of fts uncom- 
mon nature, perhaps no one thing con- 
tributes as much to its value as its au- 
thenticity.” Tiis is the opening sen- 
tence of the book—the story ef three 
years of the life of an insane man. To 
those interested in the conduct of insti- 
tutions the book is especially interesting 
in those parts which deal with institu- 
tion methods and their effect on the in- 
mates. Te me and te many ethers the 
chief interest lies In the statements as te 
what an insane man thinks and why he 

The author at first suffered from delve 
sions. A brother had died from trag- 
matic epilepsy a short while before the 
apthor had his breakdown® | Therefore 
the first delusion suffered by the insane 
man was that he was an epileptic. After 
harboring various delusions more or less 
fixed he passed from that type of insan- 
ity into a form of excited mania. Dur- 
ing his delusion period he had suicidal 
tendencies—in fact, almost succeeded 
once in killing himself. During his pe- 
riod of excitement he was anxious to 
live.. Throughout the entire period he 
retained his memory and after being re- 
leased from institutions was able te set 
down from memory in minute detail his 
thoughts, emotions, spoken and written 
words during the period of his tnsanity. 

He records not only the acts but the 
words and the facial expressions of at- 
tendants. Having become sane, he ac 
quired a capacity for valuating himself 
while ingane, his point of view, his con- 
duct, opinions, emotions, and their un- 
derlying factors. He had an opinion, and 
a@ sane one, as to the relative responsibil- 
ity for their acts of the insane with 
whom he wag thrown in contact. All of 
this he records in “The Mind That 
Found Itself,” and just that revelation 
has proven most interesting.

“Now, if a brother who had enjoyed 
perfect health all his life could be strick- 
en with epilepsy what was to prevent my 
being similarly affected? This was the 
theught that soon got possession of my 
mind.” He harbored this thought sev-- 
eral years prior to the onset of his in- 
sanity. 

“ During the night of June 18, 1900,” 
he goes on, “ my persistent dread became 
a false belief—a delusion. Soon my dis 
ordered brain was busy with schemes for 
death. So far as I had control of my 
faculties, it must be admitted that I 
deliberated,” 


From 1894 until June 23, 1900, he feared 
epilepsy. During the latter part of the 
time he had imaginary attacks of epi- 
lepay and delusions. A serious injury 
June 28, 1900, cured him permanently of 
this delusion but substituted another. 
There followed a period of delirium with 
hallucinations. During this time his 
mind reasoned, but in such a way as to | 
furnish bases for his delusions. Every 
hallucination and every delusion were 
founded on some sense impression And a 
line of reasoning started by it. Having 
become e, he analyzed the reasons for 
each delusion and hallucination. While 
in his wildest delirium hig mental pro- 
cesses were often shaped by sound mem- 
ories and correct reasoning. 

In one place he says: “ My brether’s 
mistake was grave, for the unintentional 
breaking of that promise broke the only 
remaining thread that bound me to the 
world. And it is now clear to my judg- 
ment that most trifling promise, di- 
rect or imp , made under such circum- 
stances should, if possible, be carried 
out to the letter. It should never be 
taken for granted that a perverted mind 
@annot detect a perverted moral act.” 


An interesting account is that in which 
he analyzes the steps by which his per- 
verted reasoning capacity built delusions 
out of ordinary sensations, step by step. 
He says: “ That one’s memory may per- 
form its function in the grip of un- 
reason itself is proved by the fact that 
my memory retains an impression, and 
an accti@te one, of virtually everything 
that befell me ... 

“Ie the strict sense of the word, there 
ie no such thing as a genuinely stubborn 
imgane person. The stubborn men aud 
women in the world are sane... 
Most sane people think that no insane 
person can reason logically. But this is 
not se. Upon unreasonable premises I 
made most reasonable deductions, and 
that when my mind was in its most dis- 
turbed condition. ... Let every sane 
relative of an insane person remember 
the golden rule. Go to see them with as 
much of the light of sanity as you pos-

It was but one of a series of lynch- 
ings and burnings the whites carried 
out in that district at that time.

You and I 
read with hardly an emotion of lynch-

Senator Platt was the absolute 
poss of the Republican party. “ Big 
business” was back of him; yet at 

the time this, the most important ele- 

ment in his strength, was only imper- 

fectly understood. {It was not until f 

was elected governor that I myself 

came to understand it. We were still 
accustomed to talking of the “ma- 
chine” as if it were something merely 
political, with which business had noth- 
ing to do. Senator Platt did not use 
hig political position to advance his 
private fortunes—therein differing ab- 
golutely from many other political 
posses. He lived in hotels and had 
few extravagant tastes. Indeed, I could 
not find that he had any tabtes at all 
except for politics, and on rare occa- 

sions for a very dry theology wholly di- 

yoree@ from moral implications. 

But big business men contributed to 
him large sums of money, which en- 
abled him to keep his grip on the ma- 
chine and secured for them the 
help of the machine if they were 
threatened with adverse legislation. 
‘The contributions were given in the 
guise of contributions for campaign 
purposes, of money for the good of the 
party; when the money was contrib- 
uted there was rarely talk of spe- 
cific favors in return. 

It was simply put into Mr. Platt’s 
hands and treated by him as in the 
campaign chest. Then he distributed 
it in the districts where it was most 
needed by the candidates and organ- 
ization leaders. 

Ordinarily no pledge was required 
from the latter to the bosses, any 
more than it was required by the 


business men from Mr. Platt or 
his lieutenants. No pledge was 
needed. It was all a “ gentleman’s 
understanding.” As the senator 
once said to me, if a man’s character 
was such that it was necessary to get 
a promise from him, it was clear proof 
that his character was such that the 
promise would not be worth anything 
after it was made. 


Virtues in Wrong Place. 


It must not be forgotten that some 
of the worst practices of the machine 
in dealings of this kind represented 
merely virtues in the wrong place, 
virtues wrenched out of proper relation 
to their surroundings. A man in @ 
doubtful district might win only be- 
cause of the help Mr. Platt gave him; 
he might be a decent young fellow 
without money enough to finance his 


- own campaign, who was able to finance 
_ tt only because Platt of his own ac- 
, cord found out or was apprised of his 


need and advanced the arf6ney. Such a 
man felt grateful, and, because of his 
good qualities, joined with the purely 
sordid and corrupt heelers and crooked 
potiticians to become part of the Platt 
machine. 

In his turn Mr. Platt was recognized 
by the business men, the big con- 
tributors, as an honorable man; not 
only a man of his word, but a man 
who, whenever he received a favor, 
could be trusted to do his best to re- 
pay it on any occasion that arose. I 
believe that usually the contributors, 


_ and the recipient, sincerely felt that 


the transaction was proper and sub- 
served the cause of good politics and 
good business: and, indeed, as regards 
the major part of the contributions, it 
is probable that this was the fact, and 
that the only criticism that could 
properly be made about the contribu- 
tions was that they were not made 
with publicity—and at that time 
neither the parties nor the public had

any realization that publicity was 
necessary, or any adequate” under- 
standing of the dangers of the “in- 
visible empire” which throve by what 
was done in secrecy. 


Many, probably most, of the con- 
tributors of this type never wished 
anything personal in exchange for 
their contributions, and made them 
with sincere patriotism, desiring in 
return only that the government should 
be conducted on a proper basis. Un- 
fortunately, it was in practice exceed- 
ingly difficult to distinguish these men 
from the others who contributed big 
sums to the various party bosses with 
the expectation of gaining concrete 
we personal advantages (in which the 

sses shared) at the expense of the 
general public. It was very hard to 
draw the line between these two types 
of contributions. 


Contributions of Corporations. 


There was but one kind of money 
contribution as to which it seemed to 
me absolutely impossible for either the 
contributor or the recipiént to disguise 
to themselves the evil meaning of the 
contribution. This was where a big 
corporation contributed to both polit- 
ical parties. I knew of one such case 
where in a state campaign a big cor- 
poration which had many dealings 
with public officials frankly contribut- 
ed in the neighborhood of a hundred 
thousand dollars to one campaign fund 
and $50,000 to the campaign fund of 
the other side—and, I believe, made 
some further substantial contributions 
in the same ratio of $2 to one side for 


‘every $1 given to the other. “ 


The contributors were Democrats, 
and the big contributions went to the 
Democratic managers. The Repub- 
lican was elected, and after his elec- 
tion, when a matter came up affecting 
the company, in which its interests 
were hostile to those of the general 
public, the successful candidate, then 
holding a high state office, was ap- 
proached by his campaign managers 
and the situation put frankly before 
him. He was less disturbed than 
astonished, and remarked, “ Why, I 
thought So-and-so and his associates 
were Democrats and subscribed to the 
Democratic campaign fund.” “So they 
did,”” was the answer; “ they subscribed 
to them twice as much ag they sub- 
scribed to us, but if they had had any 
idea that you intended doling what 
you mow say you will do, they would 
have subscribed it all to the other 
side, and more too.” 


The state official in his turn an- 
swered that he was very sorry if any 
one had subscribed under a misap- 
prehension, that it was no fault of his, 
for he had stated definitely and clearly 
his position, that he, of course, had no 
money wherewith himself to return 
what without his knowledge had been 
contributed, and that all he could say 
was that any man who had subscribed 
to his campaign fund under the im- 
pression that the receipt of the sub 
scription would be a bar to the per- 
formance of public duty Was sadly 
mistaken. 


The control by Mr. Platt and his 
lieutenants over the organtzation was 
well nigh complete. There were splits 
among the bosses, and insurgent move- 
ments now and then, but the ordinary 
citizens had no control over the polit- 
ical machinery except in a very few 
districts. There were, however, plenty 
of good men in politics, men who either 
came from districts where there was 
popular con‘:ol, or who represented a 
genuine aspiration towards good cit- 
izenship on the part of some boss or 
group of bosses, or else who had been 
nominated frankly for reasons of ex- 
pediency by bosses whose attitude 
towards good citizenship was at best 
one of Gallé-like indifference. — 


At the time when I was nominated 


for governor, as later when Mr. 
Hughes was nominated and renom- 
inated for governor, there was no pos- 
sibility of securing the nomination un- 
less the bosses permitted it. In each 
case the bosses, the machine leaders, 
took a man for whom they did not 
eare because he was the only man 
with whom they could win. In the 
case of Mr. Hughes there was, of 
course, also the fact of pressure from 
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the national administration. But the 
bosses were never overcome in a fair 
fight, when they had made up their 
minds to fight, until the Saratoga con- 
vention in 1910, when Mr. Stimson 
was nominated for governor. 


Senator Platt’s Politics. 


Senator Platt had the samie inborn 
capacity for the kind of politics which 
he liked that many big Wall street 
men have shown for not wholly dis- 
similar types of finance. It was his 
chief interest, and he applied himself 
to it unremittingly. handled his 
private business successfully, but it 
was politics in which he was absorbed, 
and he concerned himself therewith 
every day in the year. He had built 
up an excellent system of organization, 
and the necessary funds came from , 
corporations and men of wealth who 
contributed as I have described above. 


The majority ‘of the men with a nat- 
ural capacity for organization leader- 
ship of the type which has generally 
been prevalent in New York politics 
turned to Senator Platt as their nat- 
ural chief and helped build up the or- 
ganization, until under his leadership 
it became more powerful and in a po- 
Bition of greater control than any oth- 
er Republican machine in the country, 
excepting in Pennsylvania. The Dem- 
ocratic machines in some of the big 
cities, as in New York and Boston, and 
the country Democratic machine of 
New York under David B. Hill, were 
probably even more efficient, repre- 
senting an even more complete mas- 
tery by the bosses and an even greater 
degree of drilled obedience among the 
henchmen. 


It would be an entire mistake to 
suppose that Mr. Platt’s lieutenants 
were either all bad me. cr all influ- 
enced by unworthy motives. He was 
constantly doing favors for men. He 
had won the gratitude of many good 
men. In the country districts espe- 
clally there were many places where 
his machine included the majority of 
the best citizens, the leading and sub- 
stantial citizens, among the inhab- 
itants. Some of his strongest and 
most efficient lMeutenants were disin- 
terested men of high character. 


There had always been a good deal 
of opposition to Mr. Platt and the ma- 
chine, but the leadership o7 this oppo- 
sition was apt to be “»u: 4d only among 
those whom Abraham Lincoln called 
the “silk stockings,” and much of it 
excited almost as much derision among 
the plajn people as tke machine itself 
excited anger or dislike. Very many 
of Mr. Platt’s opponents i vally disliked 
him and his methods, for esthetic 
rather than for moral reasone, an< the 
bulk of the people half-consciously felt 
this and refused to submit to their 
leadership. | 


The men who opposed him in this 
manner were good citizens according 
to their lights, prominent in the social 
clubs and in philanthropic circles, men 
of means and often men of business 
standing. They disliked coarse and 
vulgar politicians, and they sincerely 
reprobated all the shortcomings that 
were recognized by, and were offensive 
to, people of their own caste. They 
had not the slightest understanding of 
the needs, .interests, ways of thought, 
and convictions of the average small 
man, and the small man felt this, al- 
though he could not express it, and 
sensed that they were really not con- 
zerned with his welfare, and that they 
did not offer him anything materially 
better from his point of view than the 
machine. | 


Reformers’ Mistakes. | 


When reformers of this type at- 
tempted to oppose Mr. Piatt, they usu- 
ally put up either some rather ineffi- 
cient, well meaning person, who bathed 
every day, and didn’t steal, but whose 
only good point was “ respectability,” 
and who knew nothing of the great 
fundamental questions looming before 
us; or else they put up some big buasi- 
ness man or corporation lawyer who 
was wedded to the gross wrong and in- 
justice of our economic system, and 
who neither by personality nor by pro- 
gram gave the ordinary plain people 
any belief that there was promise of 
vital good to them in the change. The 
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the bosses against the people. 


correctness of their view was proved 
by the fact that as soon as funda- 
mental economic and social reforms 
were at stake the esthetic, as distin- 
guished from the genuinely moral, re- 
formers, for the most part sided with 


When I became governor the con- 
science of the people was in no way 
or shape aroused, as it has since be- 
come roused. The people accepted and 
practiced in a matter of course way 
as quite proper things which they 
would not now otlerate. They had no 
definite and clearly outlined concep- 
tion of what they wished in the way of 
reform. They on the whole tolerated, 
and indeed approved of, the machine; 
and there had been no development on 
any considerable scale of reformers 
with the vision to see what the needs 
of the people were, and the high,pur- 
pose sanely to achieve what was neces- 
sary in order to meet these needs. I 
knew both the machine and the silk 
stocking reformers fairly well, from 
many years’ close association with 
them. 


The machine as such had no ideals 
at all, although many of the men com- 
posing it did have. On the other | 
hand, the ideals of very many of the 
silk stocking reformers did not relate 
to the questions of real and vital inter- 
est to our people; and, singularly 
enough, in international matters, these 
same silk stockings were no more to 
be trusted than the avernge ignorant 
demagogue or shortsighted spoils politi- 
clans. I felt that these men would be 
broken reeds to which to trust in any 
vital contest for betterment of soci’ 
and industrial conditions. 


Way He Beat Bosses. 


I had neither the training nor the ca- 
pacity that would have enabled me to 
match Mr. Platt and his machine peo- 
ple on their own ground. Nor did I be 
lieve that the effort to build up a ma- 
chine of my own under the then exist- 
ing conditions would meet the needs of 
the situation so far as the people were 
concerned. I therefore made no effort 
to create a machine of my own, and 
consistently adopted the plan of going 
over the heads of the men holding pub- 
lic office and of the nien in control of 
the organization, and appealing direct- 
ly to the people behind them. The ma- 
chine, for instance, had a more or less 
strong control over the great bulk of 
the members of the state legislature; 
but in the last resort the people behind 
these legislators had a still greater con- 
trol over them. fee 


I made up my mind that the only 
way I could beat the bosses whenever 
the need to do so arose (and unless 
there was such need I did not wish to 
try) was, not by attempting to manipu- 
late the machinery, and not by trust- 
ing merely to the professional reform- 
ers, but by making my appeal as di- 
rectly and as emphatically as I knew 
how to the mass of voters themselves, 
to the people, to the men who if waked 
up would be able to impose their will 
on their representatives. My success 
depended upon getting the people in 
the different districts to look at matters 
in my way, and getting them to take

They were most of them strong 
partisans, and an. outrage had to be 
very real and very great to shake them 
even partially loose from their party 
affiliations. 


Moreover, they took little interest in 


any fight of mere personalities. They 
were not influenced in the least by the 
silk stocking reform view of Mr. Platt. 
I knew that if they were “persuaded 
that I was,engaged in a mere faction 
fight against him, that it was a mere 
issue between his. ambition and mine, 
they would ato become fndifferent 
and my fight wo be lost. 


Method of Attack. 


But I felt that I could count on their 
support wherever I could show them 
that the fight was not made just for 
the sake of the row, that it was not 
made merely as~a factional contest 
against Senator Platt and the organ- 
ization, but was waged from a sense 
of duty for real and tangible causes, 
such as the promotion of governmental 
efficiency and honesty and forcing pow- 
erful moneyed men to take the proper 
attitude toward the community at 
large. They stood by me when I in- 
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sisted upon having the canal depart- 
ment, the insurance department, and 
the various departments of the state 


government run with efficiency and: 


honesty; they stood by me when I in- 
sisted upon making wealthy men who 


owned franchises pay the state what. 


they properly ought to pay; they stood 
by me when, in connection with the 
strikes on the’ Croton aqueduct and in 
Buffalo, I promp:'» used the military 
power of the state to put a step to riot- 
ing and violence. 

In the latter case my chief opponents 
and critics were loval politicians who 
were truckling to the labor vote; but 
in all cases coming under the first two 
categories I had serious trouble with 
the state leaders of the machine I al- 
ways did my best, in good faith, to get 
Mr. Platt and the other heads of the 
machine to accept my views and to 
convince them, by repeated private 
conversations, that I was right. I 


never wantonly antagonized or humil-: 


lated them. I did not h to humil- 
fate them or to seem viétorious over 
them; what I wished was to secure the 
things that I thought it esséntial to 
the men and women of the state to 
secure. If I could finally persuade 
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them to support me, well and good; In 
such case I continued to work with 
them in the friendliest manner. 

If, after repeated and persistent ef- 
fort, I failed to get them to support 
me, then I made a fair fight in the 
open, and in a majority of cases I 
carried my point and succeeded in get- 
ting through the legislation which I 
wished. In theory the executive has 
nothing to do with legislation. In prac- 


tice, as things now are, the executive | 


is, or ought to be, peculiarly repre 
sentative of the people as a whole. 
As often as not the action of the 
executive offers the enly means by 
which the people can get the legisla- 
tion they demand and ought to have. 
Therefore a good executive under the 


present conditions of American polit-: 


ical life must take a very active inter- 
est in getting the right kind of legis- 
lation, in addition to performing his 
cxecutive duties with an eye single to 
the public welfare. More than half of 
my work as governor was in the direc- 
tion of getting needed and important 
legislation. I accomplished this only 
by arousing the people and riveting 
their attention on what was done.

mney under false pretenses?- No, 
chewing gum in public is of far more 
{importance to people. Now a national 
neurosis, it will soon be elevated to 
the dignity of a fine art. If we had 
our way we should drive every one 
of these vocal .parasites who infest 
the temple of music into the swamp of 
public odium. 


Now, having worked off my chronic- 


pad humor, let us loek at the matter 
through the spectacles of the absurd. 
There is a comic side to everything, 
from a voicano to a prohibitionist. 
The fake singing teachers are as 
funny as their fakery is pernicioius. 

I am reminded of all 
phiets from “How to Be Happy 
Though Divorced” to “Starve and 
Grow Fat” when I reaed the pompous 
pronouncements of certain voice build- 
ers.

ELL, these ‘traditions trouble 
Miss Collinge not at all, new- 
ly invested though she be with 
the responsibilities of stardom. 


Pompousness and play-acting alike are

If 
you call her back she comes with a 
tickled little grin, wrinkles up her

You Should Know

HE spark plug ts simply the 


tween the ends of two wires. The 
spark jumps this gap, imparting its 
heat to the gas mixture, and thus ex- 
ploding it. 

Simply stated, this is the function 
of the plug—to explode the mixture by 
means of the heat of a spark, but 
at the same time the plug itself must 
be able to withstand the tremendous 
heat and pressure inside the cylinder; 


it must not allow escape of the gas 


styles It is easy to see how difficult 
it is to design a plug to meet all the 
conditions demanded of it, yet the 
modern spark plug does its work ad- 
mirably well. I wish to describe in 
this article the construction of plugs, 
the way to install them properly, the 
type to get and not to get, plug trou- 
bles and how they may be reméfied. 
Since the end of the plug must in- 
troduce a gap into the combustion 
chamber, there must be two wires 
or electrodes with their ends separted 
to form the gap. One of these elec 


trodes which takes the current from 


the cable or wire from the. ignition 
device must be perfectly insulated so 
no current will leak out, while the 
othr electrode must be grounded in 
some way. 

This latter always is attached to the 


. spark plug shell or the metal part 


which screws_into the cylinder, while 
the other one, called the center elec- 
trode, always is imbedded in an in- 
sulator made of porcelain, stone, mica, 
ete. The insulator and the shell then 
must be joined together to make a 
unit of the plug, and this is done either 
by cementing them together, forcing 
them to compression tightness by 
means of a nut, etc. Of course, the 
two parts must so fit together that no 
rnixture escapes, and the usual way of 
obtaining this tightness is by intro- 
ducing a gasket or two between the 
parts, 


Plugs are made with open or closed 
ends, but certain engjnes only will 
operate successfully th each type. 
Often a closed end plug gives trouble 
with an engine which operating with 
open end plug gives entire satisfac- 
tion.

should be cleaned by immersing in 
kerosene and then removing and scrap 
ing the carbon off. The scraping may 
be done with a knife, but care should 
be taken not to roughen the parts, as 
this. makes a good footing for more 
carbon. When plug fouling persists 
the cause should be gone gnto—prob- 
ably leaky piston rings, too much oil, 
too thin an oil, worn or pitted cylinders, 
etc. 

The gap at th eplug end must. be 
properly set. The usual gap is 1 32 inch, 
but this will vary slightly in different 
engines. If the gap is too short the 
spark may be too weak; if the gap is 
too wide there may not be sufficient 
voltage tg causé the current to Jump 
it. The gap is easily adjusted by slight 
bending of the ground electrode. 

A spark plug should not be removed 
or taken apart unless it is giving trou- 
ble or thought to be giving trouble. 
Occasionally squirt oil around the plug 
joints and watch to see if there is any 
leakage of gas. Bubbles will appear 
if there is leakage. At the shell to 
eylinder joint this may be caused by 
a poor gasket, dirty gasket, or worn 
gasket, or the plug not-being screwed 
in tight enough. If the plug is of 
two parts the gasket at the joint may 
be dirty or bent, or the check nut may 
not be tight. 


The right length of plug should al- 


The really tmportant parts of the 


spark plug are the insulator and elec. . 


trodes. The former is usually made of 
mica or porcelain so as to withstand 
the trernendous heat and also changes 
of temperature without cracking. Por 
celain and various stone compositions 
are used, but of course this type is 


form consisting of an outer stone fn 


lator and an inner mica one. The only 


tri uble with mica is that it is liable to 
absorb oil, but if the construction is 


right this may be prevented altogether. 
The one advantage of the combination 


types is that there is double protection, 


so that if one tnsulator becomes bro- 
ken the other will preven® current 
leakage. 

In buying a plug you cannot tell by 
looking at the insulator whether it is 
good or not, because some cheap stone 


just below the level of the cylinder 
head and not in a pocket, where dead 
gases always exist. It also must not 
stick too far down. Find out the best 
type for your engine and always ask 
for that no matter what make you 
get. Avoid sensational types which 
are said to spark even if carbonized 
and to give more than offe spark. » If 
they are carbonized the current -will 
zo through the carbon and not where 
the maker says it will. 

Never throw spark plugs haphazard 
into the tool box, where they may be. 
come cracked, never throw an old 
plug away. Save the old ones and buy 
spare insulators or electrodes and save 
money.

All Four Wheels 


FOUR wheel hydraulic system of 
braking has been designed to 
eliminate skidding on slippery 
-gtreets, aside from acting as a 
powerful means to bring a motor ve- 
hicle to a quick stop when traveling 
fast. Tests in Chicago with a Stutz 
car so equipped have shown it possible 
to stop the car within thirty-one feet, 
traveling thirty-five miles an hour. 


‘The operation ‘is essentially the same 
as the conventional type, the stopping 
of the car being directly proportional 
to the: amount of pressure used on 
the pedal. When installing these 
brakes, they take the part of the foot 
brake only, the emergency brake being 
left on the car to be able to lock the 
car on a grade. 

The makers assert one of the most 


4mportant features of the new braking 


sytem is the fact that regardless of 
the adjustment of the banis, the pres- 
sure is exactly the same on each wheel 
when the brake pedal is applied. 

The system consists of five cylinders 
with a piston inside of each, one cylin- 
der being riveted to each of the four 
brake bands. The fifth cylinder, which 
is a little longer than the others, is 
bolted under the car in such a position 
that the rod which connects the brake 
pedal will operate the piston of his 
fifth cylinder. 

There are four one-eighth inch steel 
pipes running from this cylinder to 
the frame opposite each wheel. A flex- 
ible hose screws on to each of these 
pipe ends, the other ends of the hoses 
connecting to each of the four brake 
band cylinders. The pipes, hoses, and 
cylinders are filled with a nonfreezing 
oil, and when the foot pedal is applied 
a pressure is created in the Hine, mov- 
ing each of the four brake band pis- 
tons, and these are connected in such 
a way to the bands that the bands 
are contracted on the drums when the 
pressure is applied. 


Coal Gas for Hun Cars. 


The German Association of Gas and 
Water Engineers of Berlin recently an- 
nounced its intention of establishing 
on a large basis plants for the making 
of coal gas for autornobile and truck 
consumption.

Orion is squarely in the southern 

midheawens as darkness falls, and as 


over jnto the west. 

Orieén contains two of the brightest 
stars in the sky, Rigel at the bottom 
and Betelgeux at the top. Betelgeux 
is not really a part of Orion and ap- 
pears in the group only because it 
lies between them and the earth. It 
tis unlike them in color, size, and tem- 
perature. Orion stars are gaseous, 
intensely hot bodies, noted for their 
size and primitive composition, while 
Betelgeux is a red star, getting well 
along on the road to extinction. — 

The stars which make up the con- 
stellation of Orion aré no chance ag- 
gregation of suns, but a real, physical 
eystem. Photographs of the group 
show that the whole constellation is 
filled with a gauzy cloud of nebula, and 
that the points of light which seem 
like stars are really areas of con- 


dust. 

For many years the distance to 
Orion was a baffling mystery. The 
bright scintillating stars seemed to of- 
fer an easy field for discovery, but ev- 
ery attempt there met with utter fail- 
ure. It was demonstrated that their 
distances could not be found by paral- 
lax. Stars near the earth show slight 
caused by being seen from 
changing angles, as the earth pursues 
its orbit around the sun. But Orion 
was so far away that the parallactic 
shifts were too small to be detected. 

Neither could the distance be found 
by star sounding. By this method the 
astronomer reveals stars lying deeper 
and deeper in space by increasing the 
light grasp of his telescope in a defi- 
nite way. But the Orion stars were so 
much brighter than those which lie be- 
tween that they forced themselves

OF LIVE STOCK 
FOR FEBRUARY 


Arrivals First Two Months 
of Year Break All 
Records. 


Combined receipts of all.kinds of live 
stock at Chicago for February totaled 
over 1,490,000 head, or within about 
7,000 of the record for any second 
month of the year. Receipts for Jan- 
uary and February combined were 
close to 3,600,000 head, being the largest 
on record for such a period and over 
660.000 larger than the first two 
months of 1918. 

With only 9,000 hogs numbering among 
the receipts closing day of the week 
the market strengthened With ‘sales 
largely at 5@10c advance. About 5,000 
of the big “stale” stock carried over 
from Friday remained in the pens, pack- 
ers and shippers taking 27,000. Tops 
at $17.75 stood be higher. Packers 
bought many low priced lightweights, 
which held the average down to $17.51, 
againgt $16.50 Friday, $17.73 a week 
ago, and $16.68 a year ago. 

Hog receipts at all outside markets 
were quite small, the eleven points re- 
ediving 35,000, or less than half as 
many as previous Saturday and 27,000 
less than a year ago. The week's re- 


| celpts at the eleven markets totaled 


818,000, being 82,000 less than previotis 
week, 28,000 more than a year ago, and 
287,000 more than the nine year aver- 
age for corresponding week since’ 1909. 
Of the 2,000 cattle received, packers 
had around half forwarfied from other 
markets. Trade was nominally steady. 
Bome tle were not shown at all, be- 
ing put away for the Monday market. 


Cattle Average Near Record. 


The February average price of good 
beef cattle at $15.95 was within i0c 
of the record average of last July. At 
the present time when very few choice 
to prime steers are being marketed, 
steer prices on an average stand rela- 
tively the highest on record. 

Only a few loads of sheep and lambs 
arrived and most were carried over for 
the Monday market. They were largely 
on the feeder order and* the demand 
Saturday was not very large for that 
class. 

Closing prices for sheep and lambs 
were highest for the week. Everything 
showed 50@75c advance, while in some 
instances as much asf $1.00 gain was 
noted on the in betwéen grades. 

Estimated average weight of hogs at 
Chicago last week was 229 Ibs, against 
228 ibs previous week, 223 lbs a year 
ago, 204 Ibs two years ago, and 209 
Ibs three years ago.
